Curb ramps provide transition between sidewalks

BiCYCIe and PEdEStrian and crosswalks and must be installed at all

intersection and midblock pedestrian crossings,

FaCiIities and Treatments as mandated by federal legislation (1973

Rehabilitation Act and ADA 1990). All newly
constructed and altered roadway projects must

include curb ramps. Agencies with more than 5o
employees are required to have a transition plan
in place to address the staging of the curb ramp
upgrades.

Basic Design Parameters - The design
parameters of individual curb ramps are relatively
complex and are explicitly stated in the lowa DOT
Design Manual. Separate curb ramps should be
provided for each crosswalk at an intersection
rather than a single ramp at a corner for both
crosswalks. The separate curb ramps improve
orientation for visually impaired pedestrians by
directing them toward the correct crosswalk.
